It is, 
thercfore, most -relinble for the 
waterworks to derive the intake 
from Yangtsze River.

The .Chiness, deal: in 
silver, and ‘tho Hong Kong dollar, 
is a silver dollar, backdd, os the 
Chinese know, principally by actual 
reserves of the whites melal; they 
have great confidence in it; and, 
npart:from ‘this, the merchants in 
Canton would rather receive silver 
payment in Hong Kong dollara. 
than in Cagton sub-coins,
